TO  THE  STOCKTON  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 


Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  a  Report  on  the  Sanitary 
condition,  death  rate,  birth  rate,  and  general  health  of  your 
District. 

The  population  has  increased  about  250,  for  there  have 
been  84  new  houses  inhabited,  and  the  disparity  between  the 
birth  rate  and  death  rate  must  mean  a  considerable  increase. 
The  principal  villages  where  building  has  been  going  on  are 
Billingham,  Eaglescliffe,  Norton,  and  Preston ;  the  character  of 
the  buildings  erected  has  been  middle-class  houses  and  good

workmen’s  cottages. 

The  sewers  in  the  district  have  been  sufficient,  and  have 
acted  well.  In  Norton  and  Billingham  extensions  have  been 
made  to  meet  the  requirements.  During  the  summer  they  were 
flushed  and  crude  carbolic  acid  poured  into  them.  In  many  of 
the  villages  ventilating  shafts  have  been  erected,  doing 
away  with  the  smells,  which  were  a  nuisance  at  the  surface 
ventilators,  and  I  hope  to  get  the  whole  of  the  termini 
ending  in  shafts.  For  some  of  the  sewers  such  as  at  Eaglescliffe, 
Norton,  and  Billingham  it  would  be  a  great  benefit  to  have  a 
tank  built,  holding  a  good  supply  of  water,  say  2000  gallons, 
and  let  it  automatically  flush  the  sewers  periodically  in 
summer,  this  I  believe  would  prevent  the  fouling  of  the  sewers 
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when  they  have  not  been  flushed  by  natural  rains.  The 
amount  of  water  thrown  into  a  sewer  from  a  flushing  van  and 
the  size  of  the  outlet  from  the  van,  cannot  make  a  strong 
enough  current  in  the  length  of  sewer  to  thoroughly  cleanse 
it.  This  may  appear  an  expensive  way  to  cleanse  them,  but 
when  the  expense  of  men,  horses,  and  van  periodically  and  at 
short  intervals  in  summer  is  taken  into  account,  I  believe  the 
expense  would  not  be  much  more,  and  it  would  be  much  more 
efficient. 

The  Authority  is  very  much  to  be  congratulated  on  the 
ash-closet  system  which  they  have  adopted  in  all  new  property 
built,  and  in  many  of  the  old  houses  in  the  district,  the  work¬ 
ing  of  this  system  is  so  much  more  convenient  than  the  old 
privy  and  ashpits,  for  it  is  much  easier  to  go  along  a  street 
with  a  cart  and  take  a  few  shovelfuls  of  refuse  from  an  ash- 
closet  than  in  the  old  way  of  climbing  into  a  small  ashpit 
where  a  man  had  not  room  to  work,  and  throw  it  out  into  the 
street  or  yard,  leaving  a  certain  amount  to  dry  and  blow  about 
carrying  disease  Avith  it.  I  would  strongly  urge  that  all  the 
old  property  should  be  brought  into  the  system  gradually, 
when  repairs  are  to  be  done.  The  system  is  to  be  commended 
for  its  cheapness  in  scavenging,  giving  extra  yard  area,  and 
general  sanitary  surroundings ;  indeed,  to  this  I  largely 
attribute  the  steady  fall  of  the  death  rate  which  has  taken 
place  for  some  years.  If  the  system  was  complete  the  whole 
of  the  villages  could  be  cleansed  once  a  week,  thereby  never 
allowing  refuse  to  remain  until  it  had  decomposed  and  become 
dangerous  to  health. 


A  great  many  nuisances  have  been  remedied,  and  never 
has  it  been  necessary  to  take  any  legal  steps  to  obtain  compli¬ 
ance  with  the  Authority’s  notices.  I  regret  that  many  of  the 
houses  which  Avere  reported  by  Mr.  BroAvn,  when  making  the 
inspection  two  years  ago,  as  unsanitary,  have  not  had  the 
necessary  changes  made  to  make  them  healthy,  and  I  Avould 
point  out  that  many  of  the  fever  outbreaks  have  occurred  in 
the  property  then  reported. 

The  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  are  registered,  and  I  think  it 
advisable  that  the  Authority  should  have  periodical  reports 
from  the  Inspector  as  to  the  Avork  done  under  this  Act,  so  that 
the  Act  does  not  drift  into  a  dead  letter. 


The  Slaughter  Houses  have  been  kept  clean  and  sanitary. 
Although  they  are  not  registered  they  have  been  inspected 
and  found  satisfactory. 

The  only  Lodging  House  in  the  district  is  satisfactory,  I 
think  it  is  very  little  used  by  tramps ;  at  Haverton  Hill  and 
Port  Clarence  a  great  many  lodgers  are  kept,  but  in  no  place 
have  I  found  overcrowding. 

The  water  supply  in  the  different  villages,  supplied  by 
pumps,  has  been  good,  and  that  portion  of  the  district  supplied 
by  the  Stockton  and  Middlesbrough  Water  Company  has  had 
an  ample  supply,  this  water  has  ceased  to  be  pumped  from 
the  Tees  and  comes  direct  from  the  reservoirs  by  gravitation; 
I  hope  we  will  no  longer  have  suspicions  as  to  its  purity,  and 
that  we  can  with  every  assurance  urge  upon  the  population 
within  reach  of  it  to  take  it  as  a  pure  water  admirably  suited 
for  domestic  purposes.  I  have  had  the  water  from  several 
pumps  examined  by  Mr.  Wilson,  Analyst,  and  orders  have  been 
made  to  close  two  pumps  from  his  reports  of  their  unsatisfactory 
state.  The  supply  at  Carlton  Ironworks  has  been  improved 
by  the  addition  of  more  stand  pipes.  In  Billingham,  where 
the  supply  was  formerly  from  pumps,  I  think  the  time  has 
come  when  the  public  pumps  should  be  no  longer  a  burden 
upon  the  rates,  but  that  each  house  should  have  its  own  tap 
from  the  mains  which  are  laid  through  the  village. 

The  scavenging  has  been  satisfactorily  done,  but  I  would 
like  to  urge  that,  in  summer  when  the  weather  quickly  sets 
up  decomposition  in  the  refuse,  the  contracts  should  be  strictly 
enforced  and  the  weekly  cleaning  insisted  upon. 

Nine  cases  have  been  removed  to  the  Middlesbrough 
Fever  Hospital.  The  isolation  of  infectious  patients,  either 
in  their  own  homes  or  in  the  Hospital,  has  been  willingly 
complied  with  by  the  friends  with  the  most  satisfactory  results, 
and  has  stopped  the  spread  of  the  disease  in  almost  all  the 
cases.  The  adoption  of  the  Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases 
Act  has  been  a  great  benefit  to  the  district  by  bringing  the 
cases  under  observation. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  district  was  154, 
compared  with  194  in  1893,  two  of  these  were  from  outside 
the  district,  making  152,  12  deaths  have  been  notified  in 
other  districts  belonging  to  this  Authority,  and  giving  an 
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annual  death  rate  of  12-29  per  thousand,  with  an  estimated 
population  of  12,440;  this  is  the  lowest  death  rate  since  the 
formation  of  the  Authority,  and  I  think  it  is  due  to  the  better 
sanitary  condition,  the  improved  scavenging,  the  good  sewers, 
and  the  careful  isolation  of  Infectious  cases.  The  death  rate 
in  infants  has  decreased,  but  still  remains  high,  deaths  in  in¬ 
fants  from  Diarrhoea  were  not  so  numerous  as  in  the  hot 
summer  of  1893. 

The  following  Table  shows  the  number  of  deaths  in  children 
under  five  years  of  age,  and  percentage  on  the  whole  of 
the  deaths  in  the  different  townships : —

The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was  387, 
giving  a  birth  rate  of  31- 1  per  thousand;  there  were  233  more 
births  than  deaths. 

Influenza  Caused  three  deaths  at  Haverton  Hill,  it 
has  not  been  nearly  so  prevalent  as  in  the  previous  year,  and 
never  became  epidemic  over  a  large  area. 

Measles. — There  have  been  two  outbreaks  in  the  district, 
one  at  Norton  in  the  spring  causing  three  deaths,  it  was  of 
such  an  extensive  nature  that  I  deemed  it  advisable  to  close 
the  Schools,  and  one  in  the  Eastern  part  of  the  district,  at 
Port  Clarence,  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Scarlatina  has  been  with  us  in  different  parts  of  the 
district  all  the  year ;  it  has  appeared  periodically  in  different 
quarters  of  the  district  without  any  apparent  connection  with 
those  that  had  been  affected,  so  that  I  conclude  the  infection 
has  been  contracted  in  the  neighbouring  town  where  it  has 
been  very  prevalent — indeed  I  have  traced  it  in  many  cases 
to  this  source.  It  became  epidemic  at  Port  Clarence  in  June 
from  some  mild  cases  going  about  in  a  stage  of  desquamation. 
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and  also  at  Wolviston  in  October,  where  a  child,  who  had  had 
it  extremely  mild,  unknowingly  attended  school  while  peeling. 
There  have  been  a  great  many  cases  in  Norton,  but  I  have 
not  been  able  to  trace  connection  between  centres  of  infection 
except  in  members  of  the  same  family.  There  has  only  been 
one  fatal  case  in  the  district. 

Diphtheria.- — Two  cases  in  one  house  at  Norton,  in 
March,  one  ended  fatally,  these,  I  believe,  were  from  defective 
drainage;  one  case  at  High  Street,  Norton,  fatal,  was  from  the 
unsanitary  condition  of  the  premises. 

Typhoid  Fever. — There  have  been  cases  all  over  the 
district  at  different  times  of  the  year,  especially  in  the  most 
populous  parts,  but  the  disease  was  never  epidemic,  although 
in  several  outbreaks  there  were  two  cases  in  one  house.  The 
outbreaks  in  several  cases,  especially  in  Norton,  occurred  in 
property,  the  bad  sanitary  condition  of  which  was  reported 
upon  by  Mr.  Brown  in  his  general  inspection,  but  had  not 
been  remedied.  Several  cases  have  occurred  in  Morrison 
Street,  Stillington.  A  ventilating  shaft  has  been  erected  at 
the  end  of  the  sewer,  the  sewer  was  examined  and  found  good, 
but  the  water  supply  was  deficient ;  the  streets  are  dirty 
and  covered  with  filth,  and  the  rain  water  drops  on  to  the 
foundations  of  the  houses. 

Typhus  Fever. — One  fatal  case  occurred  at  New  Houses, 
H  averton  Hill ;  everything  about  the  patient  was  burnt  after 
death,  and  I  am  glad  to  say  the  disease  did  not  spread. 

Smallpox. — One  case  at  Stillington,  who  contracted  the 
disease  at  Easingwold ;  he  was  removed  to  the  Middlesbrough 
Hospital,  and  everything  burnt  that  had  been  near  him. 
Evervone  that  had  come  in  contact  with  him  was  re-vaccin- 
ated.  No  second  case  occurred. 

Phthisis  and  Inflammatory  Diseases  of  the  Chest  were 
much  more  fatal  than  in  the  previous  year. 

NORTON. 

Census  population,  3789 ;  estimated  population,  3950. 
Births,  107;  deaths,  47;  annual  death  rate  1T8. 
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There  have  been  several  outbreaks  of  disease  during1  tlie 
year ;  m  the  spring  a  severe  epidemic  of  Measles  occurred, 
causing  three  deaths;  three  cases  of  Diphtheria,  two  of  them 
fatal,  occurred  in  two  outbreaks — both  dependent  on  Sanitary 
defects.  The  number  of  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  in  the  village 
is  much  more  than  it  would  be  if  the  old  property  was  put 
into  as  good  a  sanitary  condition  as  the  new. 

The  streets  have  been  kept  clean,  and  the  village  is  very 
tidy.  I  would  like  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  the 
road  in  Calf  Fallow  Lane,  beyond  the  railway,  this  street  was 
scheduled  but  nothing  has  been  done  to  make  the  street  and 
remedy  the  fearful  quagmire  which  at  present  exists. 

The  scavenging  has  been  satisfactorily  done,  and  the 
sewers  have  acted  well ;  a  long  extension  has  been  made  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  new  property  in  Durham  Lane. 
In  many  places  additional  shafts  have  been  connected  with 
the  sewers. 


BILLINGHAM 

(including  haverton  hill  and  new  cottages.) 

Census  population,  2649  ;  estimated  population,  2770. 
Births,  98  ;  deaths,  29  ;  annual  death  rate,  10  40. 

The  health  of  these  villages  has  been  good  during  the 
year,  and  the  death  rate  an  extremely  low  one;  the  infantile 
death  rate  is  very  much  decreased ;  the  villages  have  been  free 
from  epidemics,  although  several  outbreaks  of  Infectious 
Diseases  have  occurred.  The  sewers  have  acted  well,  some 
faulty  parts  have  been  remedied,  and  extensions  have  been 
made  at  Billingham  and  Haverton  Hill  to  meet  the  require¬ 
ments.  The  scavenging  in  both  villages  has  been  done

satisfactorily.

At  Billingham  the  water  supply  from  the  pumps  has  been 
deficient.  I  think  these  pumps  would  be  better  closed,  and 
remain  no  longer  a  burden  to  the  rates  when  a  satisfactory 
water  supply  is  so  near ;  it  would  be  better  for  the  people  to 
have  an  unlimited  water  supply  for  domestic  purposes,  at  their 
doors,  for  cleanliness,  and  the  extra  flow  would  save  the 
blocking  of  the  sewers. 
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COW  PEN  BEWLEY  (including  port  clarence.) 

Census  population,  1057;  estimated  population,  1066. 
Births,  57 ;  deaths,  23 ;  annual  death  rate,  2D5. 

The  death  rate  is  very  high,  but  not  a  single  death  has 
occurred  from  Infectious  Disease.  The  mild  epidemic  of 
Scarlet  Fever,  which  has  been  previously  referred  to,  and  an 
outbreak  of  Measles  at  the  end  of  the  year  occurred. 

The  scavenging  has  been  done  satisfactorily  at  Port 
Clarence.  Another  well  has  been  opened  at  Cowpen  for  the 
supply  of  the  public  at  the  West  end  of  the  village. 

WOLYISTON. 

Census  population,  585 ;  estimated  population,  590. 
Births,  6  ;  deaths,  10  ;  annual  death  rate,  16'9. 

The  ratio  of  births  and  deaths  in  this  village  is  a  sun 
that  most  of  the  inhabitants  are  elderly  people.  An  epidemic 
of  Scarlet  Fever,  previously  referred  to,  occurred.  I  had  the 
Schools  thoroughly  disinfected  and  the  cases  isolated,  so  that 
after  I  got  notice  of  these  cases  not  another  case  occurred. 
One  of  the  cases  proved  fatal. 

The  sewers  have  acted  well  in  not  needing  repairs ;  but  I 
fear  there  must  be  a  great  deposit  in  them  as  the  material 
which  flows  from  them  is  very  foul,  this  I  think  to  be  due  to 
the  want  of  a  regular  flow  of  water  through  them.  During 
the  summer  and  autumn  the  sewage  from  the  main  sewer 
in  Billingliam  Road  caused  a  dreadful  nuisance  in  the  beck 
flowing  through  Mr.  Dobson’s  Farm — necessitating  the 
Authority  to  find  another  water  supply  for  Mr.  Dobson’s 
stock.  Some  system  should  be  adopted  to  purity  this  sewage, 
and  so  avoid  a  similar  condition  occurring.  I  would  strongly 
suggest  that  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  deal  with  this 
matter. 


WHITTON  (including  carlton  ironworks.) 

Census  population,  1081 ;  estimated  population,  1091. 
Births,  39  ;  deaths,  15 ;  annual  death  rate,  137. 

One  case  of  Smallpox,  already  referred  to,  one  case  of 
Scarlet  Fever,  and  ten  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  were  notified; 
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and  four  deaths  were  registered  from  Typhoid  Fever.  The 
Typhoid  occurred  all  through  the  year  and  never  was  epidemic, 
so  the  natural  inference  is  that  there  are  local  conditions  which 
will  cause  the  disease,  these  I  think  are  deficient  water  supply, 
the  filthy  condition  of  the  unmade  streets,  the  existence  of  old 
open  midden-privies,  and  the  roof  water  falling  on  the  found¬ 
ations  of  the  houses. 

The  water  supply  has  been  improved  by  the  erection  of 
more  stand  pipes,  but  I  think  a  much  better  plan  would  be  for 
the  Ironworks  Company  to  arrange  with  the  Water  Board 
some  system  by  which  a  proper  water  rate  might  be  charged 
to  the  householders  and  have  pipes  to  each  house. 

A  considerable  change  will  be  necessary  with  the  sewers, 
through  an  extension  of  the  Railway  into  the  Works,  and  a 
diversion  of  the  road  to  the  South  side  of  the  Railway.  I 
hope  the  Board  will  see  that  its  interests  are  attended  to. 
Shafts  have  been  erected  in  Morrison  Street  to  ventilate  the 
sewers,  and  others  are  ordered  to  be  done. 


EAGLESCLIFFE. 

Census  population,  791 ;  estimated  population,  920. 
Births,  46 ;  deaths,  8 ;  annual  death  rate,  8‘6. 

Only  two  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  have  been  notified, 
one  Scarlet  Fever  and  the  other  Typhoid  Fever — the  last  was 
contracted  in  another  district.  The  health  of  the  village  has 
been  good,  and  the  death  rate  is  very  low. 

The  sewers  have  acted  well ;  and  the  scavenging  which 
is  now  done  by  contract  was  not  so  well  done  as  it  might  have 
been,  but  I  hope,  with  change  of  contractor,  for  better  results. 


AGRICULTURAL  TOWNSHIPS. 

Census  population,  2018  ;  estimated  population,  2053. 
Births,  46  ;  deaths,  22 ;  annual  death  rate,  107. 

The  health  of  the  villages  included  in  this  area  has  been 
good.  Two  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  were  notified,  also  two 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  both  of  which  were  removed  to  Hospital. 
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The  sewers  have  acted  well.  At  Thorpe  the  sewer  should 
he  extended  up  to  the  Wynyard  Lane  to  drain  the  cottages 
belonging  to  Lord  Boyne,  and  the  road  which  hoods  at  this 
part.  The  water  supply  from  the  pumps  has  been  sufficient 
and  of  good  quality. 

I  would  again  draw  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  the 
necessity  of  lengthening  the  outfall  of  the  sewer  at  the  East 
end  of  Long  Newton,  in  order  to  take  it  further  away  from 
the  farm  house. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  thank  the  Members  of  the 
District  Council  for  their  kindness  to  me  since  my  appoint¬ 
ment  as  their  Medical  Officer,  and  for  their  readiness  at  all 
times  to  carry  out  necessary  work  for  the  good  sanitation  of 
the  district,  which  has  resulted  in  out  district  being  one  of  the 
healthiest,  if  not  the  healthiest,  in  the  County  of  Durham.

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Report 
for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1894.  During  this 
period  frequent  and  systematic  inspections  of  the  various 
quarters  of  the  Borough  have  been  made  by  me. 

During  the  year  1894  no  less  than  673  cases  of 
infectious  diseases  have  been  notified,  231  of  which  have 
been  removed  to  our  Hospital,  and  one  case  of  Smallpox  to 
the  Middlesbrough  Hospital.

*  Voluntary  system  of  notification  of  diseases.

Compulsory  notification  after  1st  November,  1889. 
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It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  table  that  the  number 
of  cases  of  Typhoid  have  been  less  during  this  year,  but 
still  more  than  one  would  expect ;  and  as  46  out  of  a  total 
of  91  occurred  in  the  first  quarter  at  the  end  of  the  1893 
epidemic,  and  taking  the  rate  of  mortality  from  Diarrhoea, 
which  is  practically  one-fourth  of  the  average  for  the 
United  Kingdom,  to  my  mind  shuts  out  the  probability  of 
either  drainage  or  sanitary  surroundings  being  the  primary 
cause  and  points  as  before  to  water-borne  infection. 

As  is  customary,  I  purpose  giving  a  short  account  of 
the  various  cases  of  Zymotic  Diseases  which  have  come  to 
my  notice  during  the  year. 

Smallpox. 

Only  one  case  of  Smallpox  was  reported  during  the 
year.  The  patient  was  at  once  removed  to  the  Fever  Hos¬ 
pital  at  Middlesbrough.  Daily  visits  were  paid  to  the  house 
for  the  space  of  a  fortnight,  and  house,  bedding,  clothing, 
&c.,  thoroughly  disinfected.  As  the  Middlesbrough  Authority 
now  decline  to  receive  Smallpox  patients  from  this  Borough 
I  would  advise  the  Authority  to  consider  most  carefully 
what  action  they  will  adopt  for  the  reception  of  patients 
suffering  from  this  disease.  Up  to  the  present  time  there 
has  not  been  a  definite  case  of  this  disease,  after  being 
reported  to  me,  treated  at  home  but  isolation  has  in  all 
cases  been  effected. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

This  was,  without  doubt,  during  the  past  year  the  most 
troublesome  Infectious  Disease  with  which  this  Authority 
has  had  to  deal.  No  less  than  527  cases  have  been  notified, 
and  all  parts  of  the  town,  with  one  exception,  have  been 
fairly  equally  attacked.  Every  case  has  been  most  carefully 
investigated,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  although  there 
must  have  been  some  school  infection,  yet  the  very  large 
proportion  is  entirely  due  from  house-to-house  infection. 
This  is  mainly  due  to  the  fact  that  the  disease  has  been  of 
an  extremely  mild  type,  and  in  many  instances  no  medical 


man  has  seen  the  case,  and  after  a  day  or  two  the  child  has 
been  allowed  to  mix  with  others  ere  free  from  infection. 
Only  two  deaths,  directly  attributable  to  this  disease,  occur¬ 
red  in  our  Fever  Hospital  out  of  a  total  of  208  patients 
treated  there  during  this  period,  giving  an  average  of 
14  per  cent,  as  compared  with  the  average  case  mortality 
of  15  per  cent.  The  case  mortality  of  those  treated  at 
home  was  3  4  per  cent.  This  again  shews  the  mildness  of 
the  epidemic.  This  lower  rate  of  mortality,  I  think,  not 
only  shews  the  care  and  attention  bestowed  by  our  nurses, 
but  also  the  advantage  of  free  ventilation  as  compared  with 
keeping  a  patient  in  a  small  and  confined  room.  Circular 
letters  were  at  once  sent  to  all  the  School  Masters  and 
Mistresses  as  soon  as  the  epidemic  commenced ;  and  I 
visited  all  the  schools  where  there  was  any  possibility  of 
School  Infection  and  examined  each  child. 

Measles. 

An  epidemic  of  this  disease  broke  out  in  March.  I  at 
once  sent  a  circular  letter  to  all  the  Medical  Men  in  the 
Borough,  and  also  to  those  practising  at  Thornaby. 
The  result  was  that  the  disease  was  definitely  traced  to 
School  Infection.  I  forthwith  saw  the  Chairman  and  Clerk 
to  the  School  Board,  and  also  the  Chairmen  of  the  vorious 
schools  affected,  and  at  my  suggestion  the  schools  were  at 
once  closed.  The  epidemic  at  once  abated.  At  the  end  of 
March,  however,  a  recrudesence  occurred,  largely  due  to 
visiting  infected  houses.  Notices  were  posted  informing 
the  inhabitants  of  the  danger  incurred  by  so  doing.  ' 

The  following  Schools  were  closed  on  the  dates  named: —

Enteric  Fever. 

During  the  year  91  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified, 
as  against  173  in  the  previous  year.  Of  these  46  cases 
occurred  in  the  first  quarter  and  18  in  the  last  quarter. 
The  mortality  from  this  disease  was  10. 

Diphtheria  and  Croup. 

Twenty-four  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  four  of  Mem¬ 
braneous  Croup  were  reported.  In  a  few  instances  there 
was  no  doubt  but  that  the  disease  was  caused  by  defective 
drainage,  and  in  all  cases  steps  were  at  once  taken  to  rectify 
the  same.  No  less  than  21  deaths  occurred  from  this 
disease,  giving  a  case  mortality  of  757  per  cent.  This  heavy 
mortality  has  many  times  been  pointed  out  by  me.  In  1892 
the  case  mortality  was  62-25  per  cent.  This  high  rate  of 
mortality  may  be  accounted  for  to  some  extent  by  the  fact 
of  direct  infection  in  many  cases.  On  inspecting  a  house 
where  a  fatal  case  was  notified,  the  body  was  in  the  living 
room  and  no  less  than  six  persons  (and  three  of  them 
children)  were  visiting. 

Whooping  Cough. 

During  the  year  four  deaths  from  this  disease  were 
notified,  of  these  three  occurred  in  the  month  of  December. 
The  Borough  was  in  fact  free  from  this  disease  during  the 
first  ten  months  of  this  year. 

Diarrhcea. 

During  the  past  year  nine  deaths  have  been  registered 
from  this  cause,  as  compared  with  68  during  the  year  end¬ 
ing  31st  December,  1893.  This  is  an  exceptionally  low 
mortality,  and  is  due,  without  doubt,  to  the  low  temper¬ 
ature  prevailing  during  the  summer.  I  would  again  call 
the  attention  of  the  Authority  to  the  fact  that  we  have  no 
meteorological  station.  This  was  to  have  been  erected  in

our  new  Park,  and  the  information  which  would  have  been 
derived  therefrom  would  have  been  of  much  value  in  con¬ 
firming  or  refuting  theories  as  to  the  causes  of  this  disease. 
The  death  rate  from  this  cause  was  T8  per  1000  inhabitants. 


Phthisis. 

Eighty-nine  deaths  were  registered  from  this  cause 
during  the  past  year.  It  is  satisfactory  to  notice  that  a 
considerable  diminution  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  this 
cause  has  taken  place.  The  high  rate  of  mortality  during 
the  years  1890,  1891,  and  1892  were,  without  doubt,  due  to 
the  sequalse  of  the  Influenza  epidemic.

The  death  rate  for  Phthisis  and  Diseases  of  the  Res¬ 
piratory  Organs  for  1894  was  414  per  1000  inhabitants  per 
annum,  as  compared  with  per  1000  in  1893,  5’24  per 
1000  in  1892,  5*9  in  1891,  and  6'28  in  1890. 

Mortality. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  Borough  was 
818,  and  adding  thereto  19  deaths  which  have  occurred 
outside,  gives  an  average  of  16-54  per  1000  inhabitants  per 
annum.  Thus  it  will  be  seen  a  marked  decrease  in  the 
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death  rate  for  last  five  years.  The  number  of  deaths  from 
Zymotic  diseases,  inclusive  of  Diarrhoea,  was  96,  giving  an 
average  of  T92  per  1000  per  annum. 

Our  new  Fever  Hospital  was  opened  on  the  24th 
December,  1893,  and  is  proving  a  great  success.  Patients 
will  now  readily  be  removed  there,  whereas  formerly  there 
was  much  difficulty  in  obtaining  isolation,  owing  to  the 
unwillingness  of  parents  and  relations  allowing  the  cases  to 
be  removed  so  far  away  and  out  of  the  district. 

During  the  year  no  less  than  239  patients  have  been 
treated.  Five  deaths  from  Enteric  and  three  from  Scarlet 
Fever  have  occurred.  The  Institution  has  been  most  satis¬ 
factorily  worked,  and  great  credit  is  due  to  the  two 
Matrons,  Mrs.  Evans  and  Miss  Bellamy,  and  also  to  the 
Nursing  Staff'  for  the  extreme  care  taken  of  the  inmates 
and  staff*.

The  births  registered  were  1638,  giving  a  birth  rate  of 
3276  per  1000  inhabitants  per  annum.  The  infant 
mortality  is  131  2. 
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Unsound  Food  and  Diseased  Meat. 

The  following  meat,  &c.,  was  condemned  and 
destroyed  as  unfit  for  human  food,  viz.: — 8J  carcases  of 
beef,  1  calf,  3  carcases  of  mutton,  2  carcases  of  pork,  kit  of 
fish,  8  boxes  of  plums,  and  29  boxes  of  pears.  In  no  case 
were  proceedings  taken,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  whole 
were  submitted  for  examination. 

Slaughter  Houses. 

During  the  year  each  slaughter  house  has  been 
periodically  inspected  by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances;  and 
I  have  also  made  occasional  and  unlooked  for  inspections. 
On  the  whole  their  sanitary  condition  is  fairly  good,  and 
regular  cleansing  and  lime-washing  is  carried  out.  The 
offal  is  not  allowed  to  remain  so  as  to  be  a  nuisance. 

I  would  again  point  out  the  desirability  of  providing 
Public  Abbatoirs. 


Scavenging. 

During  the  past  twelve  months  the  work  has  been  well 
attended  to  and,  without  doubt,  much  better  performed  by 
the  Corporation  than  in  previous  years  by  Contractors. 
For  some  time  a  more  frequent  removal  of  nightsoil  was 
undertaken.  I  would  again  call  the  Committee’s  attention 
to  this  matter,  and  at  least  a  fortnightly  removal  of  refuse 
is  required. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

These  have  been  regularly  visited  by  the  Inspectors 
and  myself,  and  are  well  conducted  and  clean. 

Factory  and  Workshops  Act. 

I  must  again  urge  this  Corporation  to  employ  an 
Inspector  who  shall  devote  his  time  to  the  inspection  of 
the  various  workshops,  &c.,  in  the  Borough. 
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In  concluding  this  Report  I  must  say  that  the  support 
and  efficient  work  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  has  been  to 
me  of  the  utmost  service. 

I  must  tender  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  this  Authority,  and  more  especially  to  the 
Chairman  of  the  Streets  and  Sanitary  Committee,  and  the 
Officials  of  the  Corporation,  who  have  rendered  me  the 
greatest  assistance  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties.

Defects  were  found  to  exist  in  the  following  places 
visited : — houses  1087,  schools  3,  hotels  21,  works  2,  public 
buildings  2,  chapels  2,  stables  3,  Turkish  baths  1,  farms  3, 
tripe  dressing  place  1,  vacant  lands  4,  gardens  1,  slaughter 
house  1,  besides  a  large  number  of  houses  where  no  defects 
were  found  to  exist ;  as  far  as  time  has  enabled  us,  system¬ 
atic  house-to-house  inspection  has  been  made.  The  number 
of  visits  paid  in  connection  with  above  was  about  3,396,  or 
averaging  3  visits  per  house,  &c.  The  number  of  notices 
issued  was  886,  and  final  notices  288.  The  number  of 
complaints  received  during  the  past  year  was  472,  being 
chiefly  relating  to  ashpits  and  drains,  all  of  which  were 
promptly  attended  to. 

Slaughter  Houses. 

The  thirty-four  slaughter  houses  in  the  Borough  have 
been  kept  in  a  fair  sanitary  condition  during  the  past  year, 
and  regular  cleansing  and  lime-washing  insisted  on.  I 
would  again  draw  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  there  is  a 
scarcity  of  accommodation,  the  quantity  of  butchers  killing 
in  the  town  far  exceed  the  number  of  slaughter  houses,  and 
in  many  instances  three  or  four  are  killing  in  same  slaughter 
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house,  and  thus  increasing  the  nuisance  which  is  caused 
by  the  congested  situation  and  surroundings  of  the  premises. 
I  would  again  suggest  that  instead  of  licensing  new  places 
this  Authority  should  take  in  hand  and  provide  a  public 
slaughter  house,  with  all  modern  improvements  for  killing 
purposes.  All  slaughter  houses  are  visited  weekly  and 
occasional  surprise  visits. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

The  thirty-five  common  lodging  houses  have  been  kept 
in  a  very  fair  condition  during  the  past  year,  and  each 
house  visited,  on  an  average,  twice  per  week.  I  am  pleased 
to  say  that  most  of  the  houses  are  kept  in  a  very  cleanly 
condition,  although  there  are  a  few  odd  ones,  owing  to  the 
locality,  which  are  not  in  the  condition  I  would  like  to  see 
them. 

Offensive  Trades. 

The  various  trades  under  this  head — fish  curing,  tripe 
boiling,  tallow  melting,  and  gut  scraping — have  been  con¬ 
ducted  in  a  satisfactory  manner ;  but  I  would  again  point 
out  the  necessity  of  having  a  code  of  Local  Government 
Board  Bye-laws,  so  that  this  Authority  would  be  able  to 
have  more  control  and  supervision  as  to  the  construction 
and  method  of  conducting  such  places. 

Milk  Shops,  Dairies  and  Cow  Sheds. 

There  are  now  300  persons  on  the  register,  and  their 
premises  have  been  inspected  and  all  found  to  be  in  a  fair 
condition. 

Water  Supply. 

Four  well  waters  were  analysed  during  the  past  year, 
all  of  which  were  found  to  be  more  or  less  polluted ;  in  three 
cases  the  wells  were  cleansed,  and  in  one  case  the  well  was 

ordered  to  be  closed, 
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Unsound  Food. 

The  following  meat,  &c.,  was  condemned  and  destroyed 
as  unfit  for  human  food,  viz. : — 8 \  carcases  of  beef,  1  calf,  3 
carcases  of  mutton,  2  carcases  of  pork,  1  kit  of  fish,  8  boxes 
of  plums,  and  29  boxes  of  pears.  In  no  case  was  proceedings 
taken,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  whole  were  submitted  for 
examination. 

Infectious  Diseases  and  Disinfection. 

During  the  year  673  notifications  have  been  received, 
and  231  cases  have  been  removed  to  the  Fever  Hospital, 
and  one  case  of  Smallpox  removed  to  the  Fever  Hospital 
at  Middlesbrough. 

Scarlet  Fever  has  been  very  prevalent,  varying  from 
42  in  June,  36  July,  30  August,  82  September,  109  October, 
92  November,  and  84  in  December.  All  the  Wards  wrere 
more  or  less  affected,  viz.,  Victoria  59,  South  West  61, 
Central  and  Portrack  64  each,  and  Tilery  with  70  being  the 
extreme. 

Typhoid  Fever  is  responsible  for  91,  the  principal 
Wards  being  Portrack  17,  Parkfield  15,  West  End  13,  and 
Central  11. 

Continued  Fever  is  distributed  over  5  Wards,  of  which 
Victoria  and  Portrack  claim  8  each. 

Diphtheria  is  distributed  among  8  Wards,  of  which 
Victoria  and  Central  claim  5  each. 

Puerperal  Fever  and  Croup  do  not  call  for  any  special 
remarks,  and  only  1  case  of  Smallpox  occurred  in  the  South 
West  Ward. 

A  prosecution  was  instituted  against  a  furniture  broker 
for  removing  goods  from  a  house  where  Scarlet  Fever 
existed,  and  he  was  fined,  with  costs,  £3  19s.  Od, 
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385  notices  of  infectious  disease  were  sent  to  the 
School  Board  Offices.

Food  and  Drugs. 

Owing  to  pressure  in  other  cases,  no  time  has  been  at 
disposal  for  taking  samples,  but  I  hope  to  be  able  to  give 
this  branch  some  attention  during  the  coming  year. 

Contagious  Diseases  (Animals)  Act. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  been  free  from  Swine 
Fever,  although  it  has  been  very  prevalent  in  adjoining 
districts,  thereby  interfering  very  greatly  with  our  Market. 
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I  regret  to  say  that  many  property  owners  and  agents 
still  employ  inferior  workmen,  and  in  some  cases  give  them 
instructions  to  merely  patch  the  work  up,  consequently 
the  work  is  badly  done,  and  costs  twice  as  much  as  it  ought 
to,  and  entails  frequent  unnecessary  visits  to  the  various 
premises,  which  could  be  considerably  reduced  if  owners 
and  agents  would  carry  out  the  requirements  of  the  notices 
sent  to  them.  There  are  also  a  considerable  number  of 
visits  paid  to  the  courts  and  alleys  and  back  passages  in 
the  poorer  parts  of  the  Borough,  the  inhabitants  being 
frequently  warned  and  requested  to  keep  same  in  a  cleanly 
condition. 

In  going  about  the  town  note  has  been  taken  of  any 
defects  in  street  paving  and  drainage,  or  any  nuisance 
arising  therefrom,  and  in  necessary  cases  the  attention  of 
the  Borough  Engineers  Department  has  been  drawn  to 
same  in  order  that  the  defects  might  be  remedied  as  early 
as  possible. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  tender  my  best  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Sanitary  Authority  for  the 
kind  manner  in  which  my  Fortnightly  Reports  have  been 
received  by  them,  and  also  to  the  Officers  with  whom  I 
have  come  in  contact,  and  the  general  Public  for  carrying 
out  my  suggestions  in  many  ways.
